MORE FIGHTING.
According to semi-official information

received at the Hpaniah legation at Tan¬

gier, yeaterday, the French forces tt

Casablanca, under the command of < Jen.

Drude, suffered a serious repulse at the
bands of the Moors Monday. Moorish
troops estimated to number 7,000 men,
and equipped with field guns aod modern
rifles, not only drove tba French back
to the city wall, bat menaced tbe town

to the extent tbat tbe authorities found
it expedient to request aid Irom a Span¬
ish war ship in the harbor to repel the
attack.
The French troop ship Artois left

Tangier last night hurriedly with troops
and machine guns on board. This force
ia going to the assistance of Gaid Anfloos.
A dispatch from Casablanca, dated

Sunday, says, the timely arrival of Gen.
Drude with reinforcements alone eared
Col. de Freytay'a reconnoitering columu
from annihilation near Taddert. The
arrival of re-enforcements turned the
tide, and, with a loss of one officer and
two men killed and nine wounded, tbe
French left more than sixty Moors dead
on the Arid.
